POOR FELLOWS. 
Tho pig-iron men are represented as being 
very greatly cast down over the report 
that a reduction of $2 per ton is contem­ 
plated in their Btap'e. They had snpposed 
that the suggestion of the Tariff Commis­ 
sion, that a reduction of IS cents per ton 
on pig iron be made, would have passed 
without dispute, and as that reduction 
would not have had any appreciable effect 
they thought they could stand it. Their 
case is certainly a pitiable one. During the 
fiscal year 1SS1 we paid a duty of §7 per 
ton on 530,350 tons of pig iron. 
The 
amount of revenue was §3,712,455. The 
Tariff Commission recommendation would 
reduce this to the amount of $148,504. 
But it must be remembered that the an­ 
nual consumption of pig iron in this coun­ 
try is over 4,000,000 tons, and that con­ 
sequently the American people really pay 
a bonus of some $28,000,000 for the privi­ 
lege of using that material; and that of 
this bonus of $28,000,000, the Treasury re­ 
ceives $3,750,000, and $24,250,000 goes 
into the pockets of the pig-iron makers. 
Under these circumstances of course it is 
plain that these. unhappy manufacturers 
could not possibly stand a reduction of $2 
per ton. In fact they are already alleging 
that if this redaction is made they will 
ha74 to shnt down, and that this will in­ 
volve the discharge of all the workmen 
who at present flourish so luxuriously upon 
the “ high wages” which “ protection to 
“ native industry” secures them. 
In 
Pennsylvania these high wages amount to 
$1 09 for a day of ten and a half hours. 
Such are the liberal benefits bestowed upon 
the working classes by the pig-iron makers 
who now complain that they will be ruined 
unless the American people continue to 
pay them a bonus of $24,250,000 per an­ 
num for continuing in business. 
GAUBETTA AND THB PEACE OF EUROPE. 
The death of Gambetta is regarded by 
most of the German press as removing the 
menace of war. These papers believe that 
if he had lived he would have done his best 
to bring on a war of revenge, and that in 
fact he was hoping for the outbreak of a 
quarrel between Germany and Russia, be­ 
cause he thought it would bring about the 
opportunity of France. It is highly prob­ 
able that these views are in the main cor­ 
rect, and that tho death of Gambetta is 
really a guarantee against war, at least for 
some time to come. Of coarse it cannot 
be supposed that Gambetta stood alone in 
the craving for revenge upon Germany, and 
especially for the recovery of Alsace and 
Loraine, but he was moat certainly the 
only man thus far known who could have 
overcome the French people’s confirmed in­ 
disposition to war, and could have ren­ 
dered such a war in any way popular. 
W hether indeed hie power for such an 
enterprise had not largely expired before 
he died, is a question which deserves con­ 
sideration. We are inclined to believe 
that this was the case, and that even if he 
had lived he would never again have 
possessed his former hold upon the people. 
B at in any case his death has taken away 
the most positive and active center of agi­ 
tation on behalf of another war, and there­ 
fore the silent but mighty peaceful in­ 
fluences which mould the France of to­ 
day will henceforth have fuller scope. 


THE FOUBTEIHTH AMENDMENT AND 
CORPORATIONS. 


It is probable that the San Mateo tax 
case, now pending in the United States 
Supreme Court, will be decided upon the 
point raised by ex-Senator Conkling, 
namely that the method of assessing corpo­ 
rate property provided by the Constitu­ 
tion cf California is in conflict with the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States. The California 
Constitution provides that in the assess­ 
ment of corporations the latter shall not 
be allowed to deduct mortgages frcm their 
taxable property ; whereas this deduction 
is permitted to individuals. The language 
of the Fourteenth Amendment relied on 
by counsel is “ nor shall any State de­ 
" prive any person of life, liberty or prop- 
“ erty without due process of law, nor 
“ deny to any person within its jurisdic- 
“ tion the eqnal protection of the law.” 
Of coarse there are two main points in­ 
volved here. The first is, whether cor­ 
porations come under the term “ persons” 
in the Fourteenth Amendment. The other 
is whether, if they are covered by this term, 
they have been deprived of property “ with- 
“ out due process of law,” or have been “ de- 
“ niedtheequal protecticnof the law.” Itis 
contended by counsel for the corporations 
that both these questions must be an­ 
swered in the affirmative, and this con­ 
tention is supported by a very cogent 
line of argument. There are many pre­ 
cedents for the inclusion of corporations 
under the head of persons. They are, in 
fact, legal persons, and this is recognized 
in a long line of judicial decisions. And 
it is obvioue that the denial of this involves 
the irrational position that when several 
individuals combine for the transaction of 
business, and form a corporation, they 
thereby in 6ome mysterious way divest 
themselves of their rights and privileges as 
citizens. 
Corporations are formed for the facilita­ 
tion of enterprise and commerce, not for 
their hiuderance. In every civilized state 
and country it has been deemed sound 
policy to encourage this kind of partner­ 
ship. Nowhere until eow has it been im­ 
agined that the act of incorporation in­ 
volved the surrender or deprivation of pre­ 
existing rights and plaims to protection. 
If A, B and C, being American citizens, 
possess an indefeasible right to security 
against oppression and discrimination, how 
can they lose that right by going into part­ 
nership with one another ? Any decision 
to the effect that the act of incorporation 
involved a loss of protection would inevita­ 
bly operate as a diecouragement to that 
form of enterprise. But it is impossible to 
conceive any rational ground for such a de­ 
cision. Nor is the second point less obvi­ 
oue. When the State Constitution pro­ 
vided that corporations shonld not be 
allowed to deduct their mortgagee, it dis­ 
tinctly discriminated against them ; and it 
follows that it discriminated against the 
individuals composing the corporations. It 
has been alleged, in palliation cf this patent 
injustice, that the holders of corporate 
mortgages are or may be foreigners, beyond 
the jurisdiction of the State. This will 
not serve. The same consideration ap­ 
plies with precisely the same force to all 
mortgages. In allowing individuals to dc- 
dnct mortgages the Constitution did not 
stop to consider where or by whom such 
mortgages were or might be held. Its 
framers possessed no knowledge on the 
subject. W hat they did, and what they 
meant to do, was to discriminate injuri­ 
ously and with deliberate and purposeful 
injustice, against the corporations. 
They exempted private mortgages, and 
re f used to exempt railroad mortgages, be­ 
cause they were animated by a spirit of un­ 
reasonable and unjustifiable hostility to 
the railroad corporations. They did not in­ 
tend to hold the balance evenly, and assur­ 
edly they did what they set out to do. The 
question is whether the Fifteenth Amend­ 
ment covers the case. If corporations are 
to be regarded as “ persons,” so far as the 
implications cf the amendment are con­ 
cerned, then it cannot be seriously denied 
that the State Constitution is in conflict 
with the supreme law of the land. And 
apart from all legal subtleties, it is plain to 
the meanest comprehension that the State 
Constitution does establish a separate law 
of assessment for those citizens of the 
State who are engaged in the transportation 
business. That is the fundamental fact of 
the case. The advocates of legalized op­ 
pression are making a desperate attempt to 
confuse public opinion by talking largely 
about corporations being “ the creatnres 
“ of the State.” Probably more rubbish 
has been written concerning that theory 
than about almost any other legal piece of 
nonsense. Many years ago Lord Coke 
happened to observe that “ corporations 
“ bad no souls,” and ever since that day 
every fat-witted scribbler who wishes to 
say something profound has repeated that 
saying as though it was inspired. It is, 
however, sign-ficant that it is never used 
but when the purpose is to excuse or jus­ 
tify some manifest injustice. Exactly in 
the same way the orthodox Mussulman de­ 
fends his treatment of women by alleging 
that they have no souls. 
The conspicuous truth behind all such fus­ 
tian is that corporations are simply aggre­ 
gations of individuals, combined for busi­ 
ness purposes. They mnst embrace all the 
rights, immunities and privileges possessed 
severally by their respective members prior 
to the act of incorporation. They must 
be entitled, in their aggregated condition, 
to the same protection that they were pre­ 
viously entitled to. It is not giving them 
the same protection to discriminate against 
them in the method of assessing their 
taxes. To do that is to declare that in­ 
corporation involves degradation to all the 
incorporators. We do not thiuk that the 
Supreme Court of the United States is 
prepared to indorse a doctrine which thus 
cuts at the roots of all enterprise, and 
which in effect imposes pains and penal­ 
ties upon the act of incorporation. We do 
not think the Supreme Court can be per­ 
suaded that there is any possible danger to 
the republic from the equal administration 
of justice to all who are under its 
jurisdiction. We are very sure that no 
Court in this or any other country can suc­ 
cessfully maintain the position of the 
State of California in the San Mateo cases ; 
can demonstrate, lhat is to say, the justice 
or the necessity of discriminating against 
any class or section of the American 
people, under whatever disguise, in the 
matter of taxation. The State is contend­ 
ing for the right to make taxation unequal. 
That is the gist and substance of the 
whole case. And that is a proposition 
which no decision in the affirmative could 
make sound, because it is at variance with 
the foundation principles ot all civilized 
social and governmental compacts.

THE PA8SION FOR SCAB2UC 
The universality of the passion for ecan- 
dal is shown in the absolute hunger with 
which the press of Europe has flung itself 
upon the alleged mystery attending the 
death of Gambetta, and the snre instinct 
with which it has leaned always to the 
most unfavorable version of the circum­ 
stances. It is with nothing less than pos­ 
itive delight that the Paris journals expa­ 
tiate apon the supposed “ woman at the 
“ bottom ” of the affair. Of course since 
the precise facts about Gambetta’s wound 
are not generally known, there must have 
been something wrong in the matter, and, 
in France especially, there cannot be any­ 
thing wrong unless a woman has something 
to do with it. The alleged report of the 
autopsy, however, that the wound in Gam­ 
betta’s hand really had nothing to do with 
the actual cause of his death, is calculated 
to check tho current of scandal; unless the 
contradictory statement about his physi­ 
cian checking the suppuration and so in­ 
ducing blood-poisoning, should prove to 
have some babis of fact. Wa are inclined 
to doubt the allegation about stopping the 
suppuration, and not alone for the reason 
that any physician who Bhonld lend him­ 
self to Buch a line of treatment would ren­ 
der himself liable to be arraigned for mal­ 
practice, if not for murder. 


TEE STORY ABOUT TILDEN. 
An apocryphal story is told about Samuel 
J. Tilden, to the effect that when he ran as 
Presidential candidate he refused to be a 
party to any policy which might by any 
possibility tend to civil war and bloodshed. 
It is indeed not a little interesting, and if 
true it would be very greatly to the credit 
of Mr. Tilden, since it would prove that 
he possessed genuine patriotism of the very 
highest character. For it is hard to say 
when or how a man can exhibit more pa­ 
triotism than by resolutely refusing to 
adopt measures tho potentiality of which 
he may be convinced cf, in order to eecure 
for himself a position which he believes to 
be hie rightfully, and this because he will 
not owe his elevation to place and power 
to any contest involving the shedding of 
blood. Certainly the friends of Mr. Tilden 
cannot do him a greater service than by 
demonstrating the truth of this pretty 
story, for if it can be proved it will, like 
Charity, cover a multitude of sins. 


ROBINSON ASSAULTS THE LION AGAIN. 
Robinson, of New York, who appears to 
have no other object in life than to make 
perpetual assaults upon the British lion, 
and who is a living illustration of many of 
Solomon’B pungent remarks concerning fools 
and their ways, has just discovered that 
the Marquis of Lorne and the Princess 
Louise have been going about with an 
“armed escort” of United States troop9, and 
“ wants to know ” all about it. We presume 
that this latest Robinsonian assertion is 
traceable to the circumstance that an officer 
on General Sherman’s staff was deputed to 
pay some little attention to the Vice-regal 
party as they passed through the United 
States. But there always are such inef­ 
fable donkeys as “ Richelieu ” Robinson to 
exhibit their own folly, and to exasperate 
sensible people, by trying to lift the 
most simple and insignificant matters into 
questions of State importance. We trust 
the House will sit down hard upon the 
preposterous member from New York. 


LOGAN AND SEWELL. 
Logan did not get the better of Sewell 
in their controversy over the Porter bill. 
On tha contrary, he was completely over­ 
thrown in bis argument, and could do noth­ 
ing but fall back upon his natural brutality 
for relief and escape.

Watermelons of Sonora importation are 
in the market of Tucson, A. T. The peo­ 
ple of that State have a method of pre­ 
serving them, by means of sand-packing, 
the year through. 
A station is to be opened on the Carson 
aud Colorado Railroad at Benton, Mono 
county, Cal. All the travel from Owen’s 
Valley and the country beyond will pass 
this way over the road.

The Superintendent’s annual re­ 
port wat read and approved, and ordered 
spread on the minutes. Rule 10 was amended 
by striking out “ Saturday” and inserting 
“ Monday,” so that the rule will read : ‘ The 
Finance Committee thall meet on the Mon­ 
day preceding the monthly meeting of the 
Board, at 1 o’clock, to examine such bills as 
may be filed with the Secretary before that 
time.” It was ordered that Boms of the pupils 
of Mrs. English’s class bs transferred else­ 
where, and hers bs made an ungraded school. 
The applications of Misa M. Burrows and 
Miss Ada R:ciardson for positions as teach­ 
ers in the public schools were ordered placed 
op file. The application cf Miss Carrie W. 
Roberts for a recommendation to the State 
Board of Education for a life diploma was 
granted. The matter of sidewalk repairs at 
Fourth and Q streets and stoves at Tenth and 
P was referred to the Buildmg and Repairs 
Committee ; and the procurement of Spen­ 
cerian pene, to the Furniture and Supplies 
Committee, with power to act. The requi­ 
sition for stationery and supplies, as well as 
the print’ng of necessary blacks, was referred 
to the Superintendent. 
After which the 
Board adjourned. 
L ib rary Y early R eport.—The following 
is the report of the Sacramento Free Library 
for the year just closed: .Number of books 
isiued during the year, 38,007; cf these 27,­ 
712 were fiction, making the percentage of 
fiction 71, which is lees than for any preced­ 
ing year. Between 40 and 50 volumes have 
been donated, most of them Government re­ 
ports. The library is indebted to Mrs. F. 
Birdsall, of this city, for the gift of a large 
atlas, containing maps and much valuable 
matter. Dating the year 126 volumes of 
magazines have been bound and 230 books 
rebound ; 44 books have been condemned as 
unfit for use. Besides tbe donation', 710 vol­ 
umes have been added to tbe library by pur­ 
chase. Since the library wss made tree to 
the public—in June, 1879—about 3,160 vol­ 
umes hare beeD added to the G,077¡ obtained 
from the old Association Library, forming 
in all a collection of 9,243 volumes. 
Subtracting about 259 books, lest and con­ 
demned, there is left about 9,000 volumes 
actually on tho shelves. Amount of fines 
collected was $213 30. Oo the tables and in 
the reading-rooms may be found the leading 
newspapers and periodicals ; about 145 are 
subscribed for by the library or sre donated 
by the publishers. The donations consist 
principally of California papers. The pat­ 
ronage of tfce reading-room has been about 
the same as in former years. Attention is 
called to the percentage of fiction (.71) read. 
Although smaller than in any past year, there 
is yet room for improvement. It may be 
proper to explain that this large percentage 
adH |Bal only from the larger number of 
noP^^Rders, but also from the fact that each 
one reads moro in a given time than those 
who draw other classes of literature. Some 
habitual readers of fiction draw several novels 
in a week; thers are some, even, who "de­ 
vour ” one in a day.

A BRILLIANT AFFAIR. 
The Banquet to Governor Perkins—How 
Citizens Honored a Guest and the City 
at the Same Time. 
The banquet to Governor Perkins on Tues­ 
day night, it is conceded, was the finest and 
beet-managed, and most successful affair of 
that order known in the history of the State. 
In ths sumpiuouenees of the repast, the ex­ 
cellence of all the appointments, the superi­ 
ority of the management, and the sincerity of 
the personal compliment to Lis Excellency, 
no similar event has at all approached this. 
It was a tribute to Governor Perkinr, on be­ 
half cf the citizens of Sacramento, that was 
worthy of the capital city in every respect, 
and was a fitting acknowledgment of the 
kindness and cordiality which have character­ 
ized the conduct of Governor Perkins 
toward this city and its people and insti­ 
tutions, ever since he became a resident 
within her bounds. The banquet was totally 
free from formality; it was marked by that 
ease of demeanor, and that cardial spirit of

Gov­ 
ernor Pei kins,” and followed it by one of the 
happiest speeches of his life, to which Gov­ 
ernor Perkins made a feeling reply. The 
Chair gave as the next toast “ The 
Goveraor-riect,” and General Stoneman re­ 
plied wittily, indorsing Governor Perkins’ 
remarks as his own.

Joseph Steffens 
responded to the toast, “ The Business Men 
of Sacramento,” and Albert Gallatin to the 
toast, “ The Board of Trade." N. D. Rideout

Mills for “ The Press.” Major Hooghton 
ponded for the ladies, and Jndgs Denson 
ollowed to the same toast, and concluded 
rith a speech that had reference to 
overnor Perkics and his retiracy. and 
rat was full of dejp feeling.

Governor 
Perkins, taken by a surprise that could not 
bo mistaken, replied with what was unques­ 
tionably the best effort cf hia life; one so 
sincere, so marked by depth of emotion, that 
not a few were moved to emotional manifesta­ 
tions their best endeavors could not conceal. 
It was after 2 o’clock when ihs final farewell 
was said, and then ended the most brilliant 
banquet ever held in the cily. If in this ac­ 
count there is profuseness of adjectival ex- 
Íiresiicn, it is justified completely by ths 
acta regarding an affair that was of each 
happy effect that description of it, even if 
florid, will not fnlly convey to the reader an 
idea of the true spirit of the occasion. 
CITY COUPON CASES. 
City Attorney W . A. Anderson appeared 
before the Board of Trustees at their meeting 
this week and made an explanation regarding 
the recent proceedings against the Board of 
Trustees, Auditor and Treasurer, for alterna­ 
tive write of mandate, commenced by F. 
Roeding and D. Meyer, in the Superior Court 
of San Francisco, to compel the payment of 
coupons in the aggregate sum of $34 000. 
The writs are made retnrnable January 12, 
1883, before Departments Six and Eight of 
the Superior Court of Sau Francisco. 
Mr. Anderson stated that the issues in­ 
volved in these proceedings were entirely dif­ 
ferent from those in all tbe preceding suits, 
and were aimed directly at the $100,000 now 
in the sinking and interest fund of the city, 
and also to compel the Board of Trustees to 
pay 55 per cent, of the gross receipts for 
water rents into the Bame fund, to be applied 
towards the payment of interest; that the 
city is bound to defend its officers, and pro­ 
tect, if possible, this attack upon our treas­ 
ury ; that the samo defenses made to the 
other suits would not apply in there instances, 
because of the peculiar form of action invoked 
by the coupon-holdcrs ; that he believed that 
this raid upon the treasury could be 
averted, and tbat the petitions could 
be defeated ; that the money now in the 
treasury is not applicab'e to tbe payment of 
the coupons set forth in the several petitions 
filed against the Trustees, Auditor and Treas­ 
urer, as there are other coupons of prior right 
of payment, and that ths Treasurer, in re­ 
fusing to make payment in obedience to the 
order of the Board of Trustees, whose orders, 
under Section 36 of the charter, he is bound 
to cbey, is acting in accord with the law, and 
that mandate will not lie where an officer is 
following the dutios eDjoined by law; that 
there are other defenses that can be pre­ 
sented by the city and its officers ; that the 
labor in preparing returns to these writs, as 
well as the several writs issued from the Su­ 
perior Court of Sacramento county, and re­ 
turnable January 29, 1883, renders assistance 
absolutely necessary, and to tbat end addi­ 
tional counsel was asked for to assist in this 
claes of cases. The City Attorney expressed 
faith in his ability, with the counsel already 
employed, to defeat the actions in the Circuit 
Court and Supreme Court, where the statute 
of limitations and the clause in the charter 
providing that "none of the lands, tene­ 
ments, hereditaments, appurtenances, taxes, 
revenues, franchises, actions, chosea in action, 
property or effects, of any kind or nature 
whatsoever, of said city, or any of its trusts 
or nee.», shall be attached, levied upou or sold 
iu any process whatsoever, either original, 
mesne or final,” can be invoked in behalf of 
the city. But the present proceedings against 
the Trustee», Auditor and Treasurer must be 
contested upon other grounds. 
The Board expressed its willingness to em­ 
ploy additional counsel, and will decide to­ 
day who shall be employed. 
The S tre et R ailw ay and th e Police.— 
An item appeared yesterday to the effect 
that the City Railway Company bad sus­ 
pended its free lief, so far aB the city police 
force is concerned, and that the cause of the 
action was found in the failure of the police 
force to protect the company property from 
damage on Sunday l&et, during tbe snow­ 
storm, from the assaults of citizens engaged 
in snow-balling. It was added that a police­ 
man had replied to this thruBt, that the four 
men on duty could not prevent 20,000 people 
from snow-balling. Now come the Messrs. 
Carey, who operate tho railway, and ask, 
“ Where were the four policemen?” They 
add, in their own defense, that ever since 
they have controlled the road they have passed 
police cfficsrs free at all times, and that When 
the time came when it w sb possible for the 
police to return the courtesy by doing some­ 
thing toward protecting the property of the 
company from damage, they failed to do so, 
and because of that failure tbe company had 
to cease tunning their cars after 5 P. M., 
to the great inconvenience of the public 
and the Ices of the company. They say thaT 
the car-wicdows were broken, the saeh in one 
case crushed by cobbles concealed in snowballs, 
the drivers attacked when it was impossible 
for them to defend themselves, and that from 
pleasantry the snow.balling went to ice-ball­ 
ing and dangerous attacks, long after the 
men of the company protested against the 
attacks, and did not ceace until the cars were 
drawn off. That these attacks were on pub­ 
lic streets, were known to the police and to 
nearly the whole city, and that, save in one 
instance, and that a feeble one, no effort was 
made to protect the property of the company 
by the police. Tho managers, therefore, feel 
that kindness to the force has not met with 
a corresponding return, and that the matter 
of courtesy in the case has ceased very prop­ 
erly. They iceist tbat a single officer de­ 
tailed for the purpose could easily have given 
the crowds to understand that the sport must 
not descend to rude assaults, to the destruc­ 
tion of property and the endangering of life. 
This is the side of the company as it presents 
it, and it has backed it by a claim for pay­ 
ment of damages on the part of the city. It 
is in order for the police side of the case to 
be now made.

Fears are entertained for the safety of 
the Bbip St. John Smith, now 1S2 days out 
from Liverpool for this port. 
The receipts for duties at the Custom­ 
house for the past week were $161,202 15, 
making a total for the year of $9,287,832. 
Daring December the receipts for mu­ 
nicipal licenses amounted to $37,158 75, as 
against $32,852 45 for the same month in 
1831. 
The new charter has been referred to the 
Devisionary Committee, to report Friday. 
The Freeholders will adjourn sine die this 
week. 
The French Consul has declined to half­ 
mast the flag for Gambetta, as he had not 
received official notice from his Govern­ 
ment of his death. 
The police made 2,170 arrests during the 
past month, of which 1,071 were for drunk­ 
enness. There were 236 indigents granted 
lodgings at the city prison. 
The man found dead on the wharf Tues­ 
day was identified as Otto Peterson, a 
sailor and Swede, aged 28, and single. He 
died of hemorrhage of the lungs. 
Prince Arisugawa and five attaches from 
Japan arrived from the East yesterday. 
They are making a toar of the world, and 
will sail for Japan on the next steamer. 
The snow that fell last Sunday did con­ 
siderable damage to the acacias in the 
Golden Gate Park, breaking branches from 
thousands of shrubs and breaking a few off 
near the ground. 
The public schools re-opened Tuesday, 
when the regular semi-annual examinations 
were held. 
Examinations for promotion 
for pupils who have been absent a portion 
of the year are being held. 
John Juriens, a sailor en the schooner 
Rebecca, fell into the bay Monday morn­ 
ing while making a line fast, and was 
drowned. 
He was a ItuBsian, aged 32, and 
single. 
The body was recovered. 
The steamer Dakota came into port 
Tussday from Victoria. 
She had aboard 
fourteen Chinese, all of whom claimed to 
be merchants, and produced letters or cre­ 
dentials from Allen Francis, the United 
States Consul at Victoria. 
They were 
allowed to land. 
Oae of the new colliers lately contracted 
for by the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany arrived here on Saturday last after a 
run from Hampton Roads in 
days 12 
hours and 30 minutes—the fastest time on 
record. 
The Tacoma, the name of the 
craft is an iron propeller of 3,119 tons reg­ 
ister, 350 feet in length, 43 feet breadth of 
beam, and 29 feet depth of hold. 
It was generally expected, both by the 
public and the projectors, that track-lay­ 
ing on the 
Sout era Pacific Railroad, 
through Texas, wcu'd ha finished a'ocut the 
1st instant. 
But telegrams received at the 
office cf the company in this city state that 
there is still a gap of about 3,500 feet be­ 
tween the two construction trains. 
The 
work at this point is extremely difficult, 
and progress is necessarily slow. 
Last Saturday night a rapper of condo­ 
lence was given to Hon. Charles A. HagheB, 
a journalist of this city, who on November 
7th was sentenced by a large majority of 
the voters of the Thirteenth District to 
sixty days in the State Assembly Chamber. 
About fifty of Mr. Hughes’ friends, most 
of them being newspaper men of this city 
and Oakland, Bat down to supper at mid­ 
night, and for two or three hours addresses 
of sympathy and arrack punch flowed un­ 
interruptedly. 
On Tuesday Emma Perry, the young 
girl who some months ago fell from the top 
of Reservoir Hill in the Market-etreet cnt, 
left her home for the first time since she 
returned there from the Receiving Hos­ 
pital. 
In the afternoon she visited the 
Hospital with her mother, being desirous 
of Boeing the place where she long hovered 
between life and death. 
She has fully re­ 
covered her faculties, and her mind has be­ 
come clear as to what occurred the night 
of the accident. 
She says she recollects 
having run away at the time some hood­ 
lums attacked the young man in whose 
company she was, and that in rnnning she 
stepped off the bank, but before reaching 
the bottom she became insensible.
